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1. Regarding applicants comments, as per paragraph 7 of the previous Office 
Action, cancelled claims 1-3 were interpreted as referring to a method of making a 
composition. 

Newly submitted claims 8-18 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons. This application contains 
the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Group I, claim(s) 4-7, drawn to a vector and cell containing said vector. Group II, 
claim(s) 8-18, drawn to a method of controlling GVHD. The inventions listed as Groups I 
and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features 
for the following reasons. The invention of Group I lacks a special technical feature 
because it is anticipated by the prior art for reasons elaborated in this Office Action. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 8-18 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

2. The infomiation disclosure statement filed 11/22/05 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .97(c) because It lacks a statement as specified in 37 CFR 1 .97(e). The 
Infonmatlon disclosure statement filed 11/22/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.97(c) 
because it lacks the fee set forth in 37 CFR1.17(p). It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 
Regarding applicants comments, said reference was previously filed in incomplete fomi 
and therefore was not considered. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation 
of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Duni<i, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966) as 
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elaborated in the previous Office Action Is withdrawn In view of the cancellation of said 
claims. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Anderson et al. (US Patent 5,736,137) is withdrawn in view of the cancellation of said 
claims. 

6. Claims 4-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bubien et al. for the reasons elaborated in the previous Office Action. Applicants 
arguments have been considered and deemed not persuasive. 

Bubien et al. disclose expression vectors encoding human CD20 (see page 
1122). Bubien et al. disclose human T cell lines transfected with said vector wherein 
said cells express the CD20 on the cell surface (see page 1123-1124 and Figure 1). 
The human T cell lines are human T lymphocytes. 

Regarding applicant comments, the Jurkat human T cell lines transfected with 
vector encoding human CD20 wherein said cells express CD20 on the cell surface are 
"human T lymphocytes". Jurkat cells are human T cell lines which are encompassed by 
the tenn "human T lymphocytes". While the specification does not specifically define 
the aformentioned temi. Example 6 refers to "peripheral fresh human T lymphocytes" 
when referring to freshly Isolated peripheral human T lymphocytes, and Examples 3-5 
disclose use of human T cell lines. 

7. The rejection of Claims 1-7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Introna et al. Is withdrawn In view of the translated foreign priority document and 
statement verifying said translation filed 1 1/22/05. 
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8. No claim is allowed.
